Dorian Ushers In 
National Preparedness Month

As of press time, hurricane "Dorian" was still 
hundreds of miles away from affecting the region with 
substantial rain and wind. However, the National Weather 
Service still reports that Tri-Town communities are within 
the "cone of uncertainty" for weather caused by the 
proximity of category 1 Hurricane Dorian Friday morning 
through Saturday as it makes a relatively close pass off the 
coast Cape Cod and the Southcoast. 

Dorian, with his still uncertain effects on the 
Tri-Town expected later this week, is ushering us into 
September, "National Preparedness Month", when 
residents are urged to "be disaster aware and take action 
to prepare." 

The theme of this year's preparedness campaign 
is "Prepared, not scared." But what exactly does it mean 
to be prepared, and how would you rate your household's 
readiness for a natural disaster such as a major hurricane 
or tornado in your neighborhood? Would your family 
know what to do if a natural disaster strikes while 
your child is at school or at a friend's house, you are at 
work, the cell phone towers are down, and you can't

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communicate? Would your children know what to do if 
they are home alone when disaster strikes? Does your 
family have a plan in the event of an emergency, whether 
if together at home or separated by distance? 

There are four questions that are better answered 
before disaster strikes: How will I receive emergency 
warnings and alerts? What is my shelter plan? What is 
my evacuation route? And, what is my family/household 
communication plan? "I don't know" is the worst answer 
in the middle of a crisis. Planning for a disaster today 
beneath blue skies and thinking about how to respond 
before the time comes will protect you and your family 
during that critical moment when minutes can save lives. 

Sometimes a storm like a blizzard or hurricane 
gives us days to take steps to prepare, such as filling the 
vehicle with gas, withdrawing extra cash from the bank 
or ATM, filling prescriptions, and filling plastic bags with 
water and storing them in the freezer. But for disasters 
that happen without warning, there are some things the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) wants 
you to consider keeping somewhere safe in your house in 
the event of a disaster that, at some point, your family will 
likely experience to some degree. 

Nonperishable food and water: A three-day

supply of canned foods, peanut butter, and other foods 
that do not require refrigeration with at least a gallon of 
water per person per day is the minimal recommendation, 
but infants and babies will need a three-day supply of 
formula, as well. And if you have pets, a three-day supply 
of food and water is recommended for them, as well. 
Don't forget to keep a manual can-opener stored with 
your emergency food stash along with some utensils and 
anything else you would need to prepare and eat your 
food. 

Prescriptions and First-Aid: If you've ever left 
for your week-long vacation and forgot to pack your

prescription, then you know what it's like to have to 
manage without them for several days. For those with 
pain management, mental health issues, or serious 
health issues requiring life-sustaining medications 
such as insulin, safely storing a month's supply of non- 
expired prescriptions is essential. So is a first aid kit 
that is waterproof, stocked with the bare essentials such 
as triangular bandages, rolled gauze, and antibacterial 
ointment, and easily visible (brightly colored) and 
accessible if caught off guard by a disaster. 

Emergency contact information: If you need to 
use a landline in the event that your cellphone does not 
work or the battery has died, you might not to be able to 
access those phone numbers you have stored so keep a 
list of important numbers safely stored. A portable hand- 
crank radio could also keep you connected to the latest 
emergency information for your area should the likely 
event that Internet services are also down. 

Other essentials: Keep an extra flashlight and 
batteries in your emergency preparedness kit. Know 
where your gas shutoff valve is located and have the 
tools you need stored nearby. Know where your electrical 
circuit box is, and remember to shut off each individual 
circuit before shutting off the main circuit. Know how 
to shut off the main water valve to your house because 
shutting it down immediately can keep cracked lines 
from polluting the water supply to your house. Keep your 
important documents such as passports and vital birth 
records in a weatherproof box in a safe location. Upload 
other important documents to a thumb drive and keep 
this stored inside, too. Make sure you have insurance and 
know what is covered under your policy. 

"The best defense for an emergency is being 
properly prepared," said Health and Human Services 
Secretary Marylou Sudders in a September 3 press release. 
"As we recognize Emergency Preparedness Month, 
we encourage individuals now and every day to take 
proactive steps to safeguard their future health should a 
disaster occur."

Mendell's Lectures Inform and Entertain

Seth Mendell, president emeritus of the 
Mattapoisett Historical Society, gave his audience another 
slice of Mattapoisett's early years when he spoke at the 
museum on September 1 about how the town had been on 
a speedy path of growth and economic diversity from its 
earliest days when it separated from Rochester. 

Mendell delved into the years between 1812 
and 1857, years that saw the community's fortunes and 
its people ebb and flow like the tide. As he shared his 
research and insight honed from many decades of study. 


Mendell's ability to weave a story was on full display. 

Starting with 1815, Mendell spoke of three 
major blows the budding community felt and ultimately 
survived. The first of these was a hurricane named" The 
Great September Gale". 

"It was a tremendous storm that hit at midday 
during a high tide," he said. Ships that were under 
construction along the Water Street shipyards were 
driven into buildings. The salt works, an important area 
of business, was flooded; trees stripped of their leaves 
wouldn't be green again until next spring. Crops were 
ruined.

"The landscape was changed by the storm," 
Mendell said, noting that an area that had been 
marshland was filled in by tidal surges and is today a 
residential neighborhood, Mahoney's Lane. The roof 
of a church in the Hammondtown enclave was blown 
completely off, ultimately causing the church to be 
moved, he said. 

Taking a pause from natural disasters, Mendell 
told the audience that Route 6 meanders in its curvy 
fashion because, he said, "It is an old Indian trail." These 
kinds of anecdotal details make listening to Mendell more 
like listening to old tales, ones that never grow tiresome 


as new tidbits are uncovered. 

Churches sprang up throughout the community 
and its many neighborhoods, as did schools, Mendell 
said. Tiny residential groups each had their unique 
name, oftentimes originating from the first family such 
as Hammondtown, Randallville, Dextertown, and 
Cannonville. The village of Mattapoisett was growing, 
and by 1857, Mattapoisett would finally be released by 
Rochester, something Rochester had resisted for many 
years. 

Then the second blow to pound the area was 
spotted fever. It was reported at the time that a sailor in 
Fairhaven had arrived carrying the infection. Ultimately, 
Mattapoisett alone would lose 200 people to the terrifying 
disease. It was even more frightening because, Mendell 
said, "It struck the young and healthy of the community. 
Sixty heads of households died.... No one knew how to 
treat it... [then] after six months it petered out." 

The third major blow was a weather event in 
1816, one that had global ramifications: "the year without 
summer." 

Mendell said that a volcanic eruption large 
enough to block out the sun for months occurred that 
year in Indonesia. He said that frost destroyed crops

throughout the growing season, forcing local residents to 
pay dearly for imported food stocks. 

But life goes on, as they say. 

Mattapoisett continued to enjoy prosperity from 
shipbuilding for the whaling industry, and later on for 
a newer, faster type of ocean vessel - the clipper ship. 
Robust trade from around the globe, sale of whale oil to 
Europe, its most lucrative trading partner, lumbering, 
fishing, salt production, sawmills, Mendell said, "It was 
a bubble of economic growth." A bubble, of course, that 
would once again burst. 

In 1849 there was an economic depression caused

Mattapoisett, as a major exporter to England, 
felt the sting as boat building came to a halt. It's not 
surprising, then, to learn that when gold was discovered 
in California and the tales of vast wealth arrived via ships 
returning home, many men in the local area hightailed it 
to "them thar hills." From Mattapoisett, 120 men headed 
west seeking gold. 

Mendell told the story of one New Englander, 
Doctor Samuel Merritt, who sought his fortune in gold. 
However, he, like nearly every other gold miner, found 
his efforts were for naught. But Merritt had something 
most of the other forty-niners didn't - he was a doctor. 
Mendell said he hung a shingle out in San Francisco, "In 
the first year he made $40,000." A princely sum, indeed. 

Merritt's history is now deeply intertwined with 
that of the gold coast's. He was a founder of the City of 
Oakland, a participant and prime mover in many business 
ventures, and, today, one can find his name throughout 
northern California. The wife and children he had left 
behind joined him. "They lived happily ever after," 
Mendell said with a chuckle. 

Throughout his presentation, stories of human 
interest gave the listener not only a grasp of life during 
those early years, but also the experiences of the people in 
terms that brought them to life once more. 

One story that was especially endearing was that 
of a captain who was sailing from New England to San 
Francisco. During the trip, the first mate fell into the ocean 
during a terrible storm and the captain was knocked out 
cold from swing gear. There was no one left onboard who 
could navigate the ship. Absent someone who knew how 
to use a sexton, the ship would flounder aimlessly in the 
mighty sea. But, wait! The captain had taught his 17-year- 
old daughter who was traveling with him how to use a 
sexton. "It was she, a slip of a girl who navigated the ship 
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around the horn and north to San Francisco," Mendell 
shared. The stuff that movies are made of. 

Mendell will be giving another chapter in the 
story of Mattapoisett on September 10 at 7:00 pm at the 
Mattapoisett Museum, and you can catch his walking 
tour of Mattapoisett Village on September 7 at 2:00 pm 
stepping off from the museum. 

Board Preps for Appointing Town Clerk

Selectman Greenwood "Woody" Hartley asked 
during the September 3 Rochester Board of Selectmen's 
meeting to look ahead toward the spring annual election, 
when the town clerk position officially changes from an 
elected position to an appointed one. 

Town Meeting voters in May approved the article 
proposing an appointed rather than elected town clerk, 
an idea first presented to the other selectmen in April by 
Hartley himself upon current Town Clerk Naida Parker's 
announcement that she would be retiring from the post 
after 35 years. 

On September 3, Hartley asked that the matter be 
added to the next meeting's agenda in order to prepare 
for the transition with a "complete plan" to include a 
proposed budget. Perhaps the selectmen might even 
have a candidate chosen come the annual April election. 
Hartley said. 

"[There will be] a quick turnover after election," 
said Hartley. "If we start talking about it now, it'll give us 
time to put together a thoughtful plan." 

In other business. Town Administrator Suzanne 
Szyndlar announced that the Plumb Library received a 
donation of $17,060 from the George E. & Katherine H. 
Church Revocable Trust for "general uses and purposes" 
at the library.

Pickles Resigns As Town Clerk 

Marion Board of Selectmen

Ray Pickles has resigned from his elected position 
as town clerk via a two-sentence letter delivered to the 
Selectmen's Office the morning of September 3. 

"He said that he was resigning due to health 
problems," stated Town Administrator Jay McGrail 
during the September 3 meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen. "So, we no longer have Mr. Ray Pickles as the 
town clerk." 

The letter comes months after the selectmen 
requested that Pickles, 85, resign in light of the Attorney 
General's criminal indictment, and two months after 
Pickles stopped receiving a paycheck for the position after 
Town Meeting voted to de-fund the town clerk salary line 
item during the May Annual Town Meeting effective July 
1, 2019. 

Pickles is the former executive director of the 
Carver, Marion, Wareham Regional Refuse Disposal 
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District and faces six criminal charges of Larceny over 
$250. He is also a defendant in a civil suit filed by the 
CMWRRDD last year. 

Pickles is accused of stealing over $610,000 in 
CMWRRDD funds between 2010-2017 through alleged 
unauthorized cash withdrawals and checks he made out 
to himself from secret checking accounts unknown to the 
board that oversees the CMWRRDD. 

Pickles' resignation is effective immediately. 

The board then promptly appointed current 
Assistant Town Clerk Lissa Magauran as the temporary 
town clerk until Pickles' term ends in April 2020. 
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In addition to de-funding Pickles' salary. Town 
Meeting back in May voted to earmark those funds in 
order to pay a temporary appointed town clerk if Pickles 
were to resign. Town Meeting also voted to make the 
elected town clerk position an appointed one. 

In other matters, the board approved Building 
Commissioner Scott Shippey's proposed building permit 
fees, effective next Monday, September 9, in order for 
them to be comparable to other similar communities' fees. 

Albert Muren, a Buzzards Bay Coalition volunteer 
citizen water quality monitor, gave a brief presentation on 
water quality results rating four key saltwater locations in 
Marion from zero to 100. Hillers Cove and outer Aucoot 
Cove both scored 90 in the "outstanding" category, and 
middle Aucoot Cove scored an 87, also outstanding. 
However, inner Aucoot Cove only scored a 43 in the "fair" 
category. 

Korrin Peterson from the Buzzards Bay Coalition 
and Marc Drainville from GDH, Inc. asked the board 
for approval to investigate the feasibility of a future 
regional sewer project with Wareham that would pump 
wastewater from a Marion wastewater lagoon through 
a pipe to the Wareham wastewater treatment plant 
during off-peak hours. GHD, Inc. offered to perform the 
feasibility study free of charge to the Town of Marion. 
After a brief discussion, the selectmen approved the free 
study. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for September 17 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House.

one case was being heard for the first time. That's the 
way things go in the world of conservation oversight. 
And so, on September 3 as the Rochester Conservation 
Commission conducted its due diligence on behalf of the 
town and its citizens, five hearings were continued. 

Engineer Richard Charon represented Daniel 
Paradis for property located at 443 Neck Road, a parcel 
situated on the shores of Snipatuit Pond, in a Notice of 
Intent hearing. 

Charon said that the conceptual plans included 
the razing of a 1930's cottage and the construction of 
a four-bedroom home. However, he impressed upon 
the commission that the plans were speculative, more 
to determine the viability of the property for future 
new construction versus actual plans of record for an 
upcoming groundbreaking. 

The conceptual plans, Charon pointed out, also 
included a freshwater well and a 1,000-gallon septic tank. 
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Vice Chairman Daniel Gagne asked that the plans 
be revised to include an emergency generator that would 
be connected to the pump system of the septic, and said, 
"If the tank over-tops there'll be sewage heading for the 
wetlands." 

Charon agreed that was a good idea. 

The hearing was continued until September 17. 

Also continued until September 17 was a 
continued hearing for an Abbreviated Notice of Resource 
Area Delineation filed by Simpson Solar for property 
owned by John Simpson, 102 Quaker Lane. Neither the 
applicant nor the representative was present on this 
evening. The commission accepted a letter requesting the 
continuance. 

Two hearings, both represented by Julie Goodwin 
of Prime Engineering, were also for Abbreviated Notice 
of Resource Area Delineation for properties located at 0 
Featherbed Lane and 0 Cushman Road. These properties 
are part of a large wetlands system Goodwin described 
as "swamp", with the Featherbed Lane parcel requiring 
confirmation of 3,000 linear feet of bordering vegetated 
wetland, and the Cushman Road parcel for 2,800 linear 
feet. 

These submittals, along with at least two 
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others, are being proposed by developer by SunRaise 
Investments, Portsmouth, NH for solar arrays. 

The hearings were both continued until October 
1 to allow the conservation agent, Laurell Farinon, time to 
review wetland flagging in the field. 

Coming closer to shovels in the ground, but 
also continued, was a reopened hearing for an over 55 
residential development planned for Rounseville Road 
adjacent to Plumb Corner. 

Representing the applicants Gibbs Bray and 
Patricia Bray was Brian Wallace of J.C. Engineering, Inc. 
for a Notice of Intent filed by REpurpose Properties. 

Wallace explained that work had been ongoing 
since May with peer review consultant Ken Motta of 
Field Engineering, and said that Motta's comments 
had been incorporated and, while the plans before the 
commission were an earlier version, updated plans would 
be completed in the coming few days. 

Gagne asked that, when the applicant returned 
to the commission, the plans include a separate layout of 
the erosion controls that will be used. He was also asked 
that permanent demarcation of the "No Touch Zone" be 
included pre- and post-construction. Wallace agreed with 
these requests. The hearing was continued until October 
1. 

Also coming before the commission was Michael 
Murphy for property located on Mary's Pond Road for 
an Order of Conditions for work that never took place. A 
Certificate of Compliance to clear the deed was granted, 
allowing a property sale to move forward. 

And last up was a request to withdraw without 
prejudice a Notice of Intent filed by T-Mobile for the 
installation of a 25KV generator on property located at 98 
Bowen's Lane. The request was granted. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for September 17 at 7:00 pm in 
the Rochester Town Hall meeting room. 

School Superintendent to Retire in June 

Joint Meeting of the School Committees

The superintendent of the four Tri-Town school 
districts is retiring after 10 years. 
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The official word on Dr. Doug White's impending 
retirement set for June 2020 was announced during the 
joint meeting of the Tri-Town School Committees on 
August 26, kicking off the conversation on how best to 
start the search for his replacement. 

White called the upcoming school year one of big 
transitions as several new faces step into administrative 
positions and the districts continue the search for a new 
business administrator once Paul Kitchen leaves his post 
in the upcoming month. 

School Committee members reviewed materials 
left over from the prior superintendent search a decade 
ago, although regulations surrounding the Request for 
Proposal (RFP) process have changed relative to the 
selection of a consultant to assist in the search. An RFP 
is no longer required to solicit quotes from competing 
consultants, a bonus for committee members eager to 
accept White's suggestion that they should start the 
search process sooner rather than later. 

"The further you wait, the longer you go, the 
further you push that out," White said. "And if you have 
any glitches, you're going to get closer and closer to the 
start of another school year." 

The goal now is to have someone for the position 
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who meets all the qualifications by the end of January 
2020. 

Right away the school committees voted to 
form a small committee consisting of the four chairs 
from each district school committee to solicit quotes 
from hiring consultants and form a list of the desired 
qualifications and experience they wish to see in their next 
superintendent. 

Old Rochester Regional School Committee 
member Jim Muse (Mattapoisett) suggested the districts 
consider starting the search internally for candidates that 
might qualify for the job, an approach he says would save 
time and money in the process of replacing White. 

".. .It would behoove us to establish the criteria 
and see if those ... people are already on our radar and 
not from some unknown state who are interested ... 
before we go to a full-fledged outside process," said 
Muse. "We don't have to go across the country to take 
applicants." Muse continued, "If we find that we don't 
have somebody ... we could still leave the process 
open...." 

Muse also emphasized that the members of the 
school committees are the ones who will select the final 
candidate and that the committees aren't required to hold 


a public opinion session on the matter. 

ORR School Committee member Heather Burke 
(Marion) in response suggested, "Even though ... we 
are the body that decides, given the nature of a regional 
school district, we do need to solicit the input from 
teachers, towns, general public, parents - things like that 
just to make it as inclusive a process as possible." 

The ensuing vote was to allow the four chairs 
to hold a special meeting on October 9 at 6:30 pm in the 
junior high school media room and to allow any other 
committee members to join them in the discussion. From 
there, they will solicit quotes from hiring consultants and 
make suggestions for a small search committee to set the 
criteria for the new superintendent and eventually narrow 
down the pool of prospective candidates. 

"No matter what we do, we're going to make an 
informed decision," said Muse. 

White affirmed that funding for a hiring 
consultant had been allocated from each of the four 
districts' fiscal 2020 budgets. 

The next regularly scheduled joint meeting of the 
Tri-Town and Old Rochester Regional School Committees 
is scheduled for September 26 at 6:30 pm in the media 
room at ORR Junior High School.

on the positives at this point. Though he's not getting 
hung up on his guys being fresher than Holbrook, who 
the Cougars face in Week 2, Mendez's focus is on the fact 
that the Cougars will be able to spend a little extra time on 
technique. 

"It's not the worst thing in the world," Mendez 
said. "We have a veteran team, so it allows us to get a 
little bit more in before that first real game. 

"I feel OK because we scrimmaged up quite a 
bit," he continued. "We went and scrimmaged a very 
good Nauset team, Nantucket, and we treated the whole 
jamboree against Fairhaven like a real game. As far as 
being game-ready, with a veteran team, I don't worry as 
much. It's going to give us an opportunity to focus on 
technique a little more. We don't have to rush through 
things." 

Old Colony is returning eight players on the 
offensive side of the ball and nine on defense, some of 
which can play both sides of the ball, like Matt Bumpus. 
Among those returning are Bumpus, Kyle Scholz, Phil 
Proctor, Ryan Rego, Noah Vertigo, Elijah Smith, Ben 
Kingsbury, and Blake Dennison. 

With so many players returning from last year's 
roster. Old Colony doesn't need to spend as much time on 
the scheme or the general concepts. This group already 
knows how things work in the program. Instead, the 
Cougars are trying to refine the little things so they can 
gain an edge against any opponent. 

"We're certainly more advanced at this point 
than we were last year," Mendez said. "It really gives us a 
chance to focus on technique more and improve the little 
things a bit more. Where in the past we've had to make 
sure certain coverages are in, the coverages are there. It's 
nothing new. 

"I think the thing that stands out more this year is 
the kids are asking more valuable questions of the coaches 
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about the scheme than we ever have in the past," Mendez 
continued. "It just proves that they get it. They know and 
they're hungry to get the right answers and want more 
out of it, which is great for us." 

Last year, the Cougars' defensive was lockdown. 
No team was going to light up the scoreboard against Old 
Colony - on the road, or at home. The Cougars offense, 
however, wasn't able to match the defense's consistency. 

But now the Cougars have defined Bumpus' 
role as the team's play-caller, and someone who will be 
on the field at all times, even when Scholz is lining up at 
quarterback. Between the two, Mendez fully expects Old 
Colony to improve off of last year. 

"[Scholz] hit the gym hard this offseason. He's 
fully committed," Mendez said. "He's looked much more 
comfortable this pre-season than he did last year. Last 
year, he got a little worked up. He seemed a little tense. 
We'd try to slow him down. He's been very composed 
this preseason, which is where he needs to be. 

"[Bumpus is] the leader. He's the guy. He's calling 
out the plays in the huddle. ... He's the one who brings 
the composure. His leadership ability this year has really 
stood out for us. It's been outstanding."

commissioned an architectural survey of Marion's historic 
homes and buildings. The survey was funded one-half 
by the Sippican Historical Society and one-half by the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission. Due to the limits 
of funding, not all of the historic buildings were surveyed, 
but over 100 were catalogued and photographed. 

The results of the survey are in digital form on the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission's website and in 
four binders in the Sippican Historical Society's office 
(and at the Marion Town Clerk's office).

Marion Codification Committee 

The Marion Codification Committee will bring 
forward more Bylaw Improvements for Fall Town 
Meeting. In 2016, the Town of Marion hired General 
Code, a consultant company who specializes in reviewing 
municipal bylaws for content and conflict. General 
Code provided some 280 comments on discrepancies, 
ambiguities, and misplaced items in the Town of Marion 
bylaws.

"I never said, The superman exists, and he's 
American.' What I said was, 'God exists, and he's 
American.'" - A character in Alan Moore's Watchmen 

Well, what if Satan existed and he were American 
and a superman? The sensationally effective horror movie 
Brightburn meditates on that. A low-budget production 
by today's standards, it's horrifically violent at times — 
at least two bits made me gasp and/or avert my eyes, 
and this ain't my first time at the gore-movie rodeo. The 
premise mashes up Superman's origin story with that 
of Damien Thorn (of the Omen series). A young couple 
living on a farm in Kansas are trying for a baby. Soon 
enough, they find one — in a spaceship that crash-lands 
in the fields outside. The couple raise him as their own, 
and when he hits puberty he starts manifesting strange 
abilities and weird obsessions. Except that the abilities 
include flight and super-strength, and the obsessions boil 
down to an unearthly voice instructing him to "take the 
world." 

The notion of a superpowered being who's more 
psycho than hero is not new, of course. Even discounting 
the throngs of supervillains in comics over the last 81 
years, material like Marshal Law, The One , the above- 
mentioned Watchmen , and The Boys (recently treated as an 
Amazon Prime series) have tackled the existential threat 
of creatures who are physically heightened but morally 
bankrupt. Brightburn just takes its Juvenalian-satirical 
approach directly to the source — the genesis of Clark 
Kent, raised as an unassuming, righteous farm boy who 
eventually leaves Smallville for Metropolis, where he's 
needed more. Here, the Clark is a 12-year-old named 
Brandon Breyer (Jackson A. Dunn), and his parents are 
Tori (the ubiquitous Elizabeth Banks), an artist, and 
Kyle (David Denman), who works the land and raises 
chickens. When the chickens all turn up mutilated one 
night, a wolf is suspected. But it's not a wolf. 

If you agree to overlook a couple of plot 
infelicities, such as Brandon leaving a Zorro-style 
signature on his crimes and the cops somehow not 
figuring it out until far too late, Brightburn is an 
intelligently made thriller whose director, David 
Yarovesky (The Hive ), knows how to draw out dread 



with silence and turn it up to 11 only when necessary. As 
Brandon starts to slip into homicidal madness — though 
it seems the spaceship hidden in the barn activates his 
demons in some way — he makes a creepy costume for 
himself, although I'm not sure if superheroes even exist as 
a fictional concept in the movie's universe. (Perhaps the 
spaceship gives him the costume design.) The violence, 
when it comes, is startlingly vicious and ugly, toying 
with the outer limits of an R rating. This movie about an 
alternate-world Superboy is decidedly not for children. 

Is the story a metaphor for how a lonely, smart 
kid, bullied by peers and rejected by a cute girl, explodes 
into mass murder of the sort that's become so grindingly 
familiar in recent years? Could be, but then stories like 
this predate our current horrors (and Brandon's victims 
are all adults, anyway). Its commentary seems pointed 
more at the superhero-messiah narrative; during the 
end credits, an actor who turns up often in the work 
of this film's producer James Gunn ( Guardians of the 
Galaxy) cameos as a raving conspiracy theorist who gives 
examples of other weird threats. This seems to promise 
sequels unfolding in a shared universe with Brightburn , 
though the film probably didn't do well enough at the 
cash registers. 

The problem is, this sort of thing is probably 
only good for one movie. It turns out that it's roughly 
as difficult to write about a villain who can do anything 
as it is about a hero who can do anything. The structure 
becomes predictable, almost like a slasher film: Someone 
draws Brandon's wrath, then spectacularly becomes an 
ex-someone. Maybe we should just be left to imagine the 
expansion of the Brightburn-verse. Not everything needs 
to be a franchise (although I won't be surprised if an outfit 
like Dynamite or Avatar, specialists in profanely gory 
comics, puts out a Brightburn line). Though horror has its 
own needless-franchise problems, it's better to think of 
Brightburn as supernatural, or iibernatural, horror. If we're 
being honest, the superhero genre — with its costumed 
gods who could as easily incinerate as save us, due to one 
frayed wire in their brain — should always have been 
horror, anyway.
